Public Opinion Sought 

It was agreed that the people 
of Sierra Madre are a unit in de¬ 
siring improvement at home and 
greater publicity abroad.

At the suggestion of the presi-1 
dent, means are being devised to i 
secure such an expression from j

line the comittee on laws was in¬ 
structed to seek the co-oper¬ 
ation of the city marshal in de¬ 
termining the grounds for com¬ 
plaints that may be made to him. 
Later the public at large will be 
invited to state their views. 

The question of the proper 
method of advertising Sierra 
Madre gave the directors great 
concern. There are underway at 
the present projects national in 
their scope in which the board 
has been invited to participate. 
A thorough investigation will be 
made of these as well as of the 
liest manner to make Sierra Ma¬ 
dre known for all its perfections 
throughout Southern California. 
The board has invited the Asso¬ 
ciated Chambers of Commerce to 
Sierra Madre for a banquet to be 
held early in February. Over 
two hundred prominent visitors 
are expected, every one of whom 
will be sent away a booster for 
their hosts. 

Will Insist On Results 

The president stated that the 
former distinction between live 
and dead committees would no 
longer avail as an excuse for in¬ 
activity and that henceforth a 
reiKii t would be rendered by each 
committee prior to every meet¬ 
ing of the board. The directors 
assured each other of enthusi¬ 
astic co-operation and promised 
that the records of the com- 
mitties would show a constant 
jirogression of achievement.

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Unruh’s Career Fitting 
Sequel To That of 
“Lucky” Baldwin 


Hiram A. Unruh, for many 
years manager and later admin¬ 
istrator of the “Lucky” Baldwin 
ranch and estate, dropped dead 
last Saturday morning while 
talking to a Los Angeles busi¬ 
ness acipiaintance, Mr. King of 
tlie realty firm of King & War¬ 
ner. lie was 73 years of age. 

Mr. Unruh had been showing 
Mr. King an orange grove about 
half a mile south of the Duarte 
road, on lower Baldwin avenue, 
lie was stricken while returning 
to the city. 

Funeral service were held 
from the family residence at 
Arcadia Monday afteiiioon. Dr. 
G. 11. Cornell, rector of the 
Sierra Madre Episcopal Church 
officiating. Burial was at Ever¬ 
green cemetery, Boyle Heights. 

With “Lucky” Baldwin 

No one ac(;uainted with the 
history of Southern California, 
but who would at once associate 
tl e name of Mr. Unruh with 
that of “Lucky” Baldwin, whose 
friend and adviser he was for 
thirty years. His handling of 
the Baldwin F.state amounted to 
nothing .short of genius. When 
Mr. Baldwin died he said that 
the heritage he left would not 
net his heirs $1,000,000, but in 
three years after Mr. Uniuh took 
charge he returned to the heirs 
$ 20 , 000 , 000 . 

It was in 1897 that Mr. Unruh 
became “Lucky” Baldwin’s con- 
fidental agent, a position he held 
until the great racehorse man 
died. Then Mr. Baldwin’s fore¬ 
sight in appointing him executor 
of the estate was vindicated, for 
no one but a good business man 
could have figured out a v ay to 
keep the heritage from dwind¬ 
ling. The example Mr. Unruh 


set as an executor is unparal¬ 
leled in the United States and 
stands out as one of the most 
brilliant feats of financial engi¬ 
neering of the Pacific Coast, ac¬ 
cording to well known financiers. 

At the closing of the estate. 
Judge Rives said that the man¬ 
agement of the case should stand 
as an everlasting monument to 
Mr. Unruh’s business sagacity. 
In three years he had so manipu¬ 
lated the estate that he turned 
over to the heirs a fortune worth 
many times as much as when he 
took charge of it. 

His Career 

Mr. Unruh was iiorn in \’al- 
pariso, Ind., November 1. 1845, 
an he enlisted in the civil war 
while a student at the Indiana j 
State Normal school. In 18(51 
he became *a noncommissioneil 
oflicer and served to the end of!

that conflict. After jieace was 
declared he took up the study of ^ 
telegraphy and went to work for 
the Western Union Telegraph. 
company. j 

When he came to California in ; 
1866 he entered the employ of' 
the Wells Fargo Express com-1 
pany, and it was after a peculiar! 
and varied career that ho wasi 
“di.scovered” by “Lucky” Bald-' 
win, who chose him to look after 
his interests. 

Saved an Estate 

It was due to the honesty as 
well as the business sagacity of 
Mr. Unruh iierhaps that there 
was a Baldwin estate—because 
“Lucky” Baldwin was first of all 
a sportsman, a turfman, and he 
was generous to a fault. He 
never at any time knew how 
much he was worth. The owner 
of great ranches, hotels, mines, 
strings of race horses, and stores 


PROSPERITY REFLECTED IN 
RECORD BUSINESS BY THE 
SIERRA NADRE POST OFFICE 


That prosperity is really here 
seems to be jiretty well proven 
by the amount of business trans¬ 
acted by the Sierra Madie post 
oflice for the month of Decem¬ 
ber to date. 

Stamp sales on Monday set a 
new lecord for one day’s busi¬ 
ness for the oflice, amounting to 
more than $1(J(5. The highest 
previous day’s mark was $102 in 
Decemlier, 1913. It is interesting 
to note that the biggest day’s 
business of the year always oc¬ 
curs on the Monday about one 
week before Christmas. People 
then bring in their parcels which 
they have prepared on Sunday 
for distant ixiints. 

Birsiness for the month of-De¬ 
cember will likewise undoubted¬ 
ly exceed all previous records. 
The recor d month so far was De¬ 
cember, 1913, when the total of 
stamp sales reached $867. In 
1914 and 1915 there was a fall¬ 
ing off. But the total to date for 
the pre.sent month indicates that 
the footings at the end of the 
month will be consideralily in ex¬ 
cess of the high mark. 

Encouraging Indication 

The increase in business may 
be taken as a favorable indica¬ 


tion in two directions: first as an 
indication of better conditions in 
bu.siness, and .second, as pointing 
to the gradual but certain in¬ 
crease in local population. 

Post oflice receipts are every¬ 
where taken as an excellent ba¬ 
rometer of financial conditions. 
Hence the inclination of some of 
the postal employes about the 
country to blame their heavy la¬ 
bor this .season to “Democratic 
prosperity.” For the heavy holi¬ 
day bu.siness seems to be general 
this year. 

Another (iood Sign 

Still another indication of the 
increa.se of local population may 
be found in the receipts from 
post oflice box rents. P'or the 
quarter ending Sept. 3(J the total 
was the highest in the history 
of the oflice and for the present 
(luarter still another mark will 
be set. 

Naturally box rents are de¬ 
rived almost entirely from per¬ 
sons who are permanent resi¬ 
dents, or at least here for a con¬ 
siderable length of time. So the 
receipts from that source may be 
taken as an excellent index of 
upward tendency of our popula¬ 
tion figures. 


most of which brought in no in¬ 
come, but ate up much of that 
which did, never worried Mr. 
Baldwin. He let iMr. Unruh do 
that. When he died, his credi¬ 
tors made a mighty but unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to wrest control 
of the estate from Mr. Unruh. 

As executor, Mr. Unruh kept 
hotels, managed ranches, oper¬ 
ated many mines, was an exiK'i t 
accountant, kept stores and was 
successful as a racing expert. 
Among the other busines.ses he 
at various times had charge of 
was, gas and power plants, great 
water systems, fruit ranches, 
and numerous other activities, 
ties. 

He was married in 1868 to 
Miss Jane Anne Dunn, who sur¬ 
vives him. He also leaves two 
sons, David S. Unruh, a well 
known architect and civil engi¬ 
neer of Los Angeles, and Joseph 
Unruh, a wealthy orange grower 
of Arcadia.

Mr. Graham was a native of 
Ohio, removing with his parents 
to Missouri where he lived until 
young manhood. He then went to 
South Dakota where he was mar¬ 
ried, his wife and live children 
lieing left to mourn his loss. The 
children are \'an and Donald, 
now in Buhl, Idaho; Winnifred, 
who is now teaching at Montello, 
Nevada; and Lorraine and Alice 
who are with their mother and 
grandparents in Sierra Madre. 

]Mr. tJraham came to Sierra 
Madre about 1891, and resided 
here until four years ago, since 
when the fiunily has lived chief¬ 
ly in Long Beach and Los An¬ 
geles.
